27 July 1978 Meeting 


1. There is attached a copy of the attendance roster 
of the Investigative Standards Working Group which met at 
the Community Headquarters Building on this date irst 
half of the meeting was chaired by the Chairman, 

the second half of the meeting was chaire by the 
undersigned. 


Be ea the group with a draft of 
instructions for the implementation of our investigative 
survey (see attachment captioned Background Investigation 
Validation Project - Phase IT). 


3. The foregoing was discussed in some detail and 
considerable modification was made. The CIA representative 
took exception to the apparent expansion of the survey which 
would require the adjudicator to identify the disposition 
of each case. This would mean that in recommendations for 
disapproval, the survey card could not be completed by the 
adjudicator until the decision was made in the front office 
thereby necessitating considerable additional handling over 
what had been anticipated over the simple requirement of 
the adjudicator to make a few penciled entries on a card 
for each case. After a consensus was reached concerning the 
instructions, it was tentatively agreed that the group would 
recommend that the survey be initiated by all nine agencies 


on 1 October and last for two or three months. The undersigned 
opted for two months in order that I would have an opportunity 


to participate_in recommendations based on the results of 
the survey. L —_____]will make the necessary changes on 
the instructions and mail them to all members or present 
them to members at the next meeting which is tentatively 
scheduled for 24 August 1978. 
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4, The FBI representative adyised that the FBI has 
still not developed written guidelines concerning the 
proposed new name check policies. (See previous references). 


5. After discussion, the membership unanimously agreed 
to accept the draft DCID 1/14 Adjudication Policy and 
Guidance which was submitted for coordination at the last 
meeting. Numerous editorial changes were made and agreed 
upon but no significant substantive changes were made. The 
Security Committee staff will retype the paper in final form 
and transmit same to[__—S*«diYs who’: has agreed to forward 
same to the Chairman, SECOM, upon receipt. 


6. As indicated above, the next tentative meeting is 
scheduled for 24 August 1978, The membership was advised that 
this meeting may be cancelled if there is no opposition to the 
initiation of the survey on 1 October 1978 and/or if additional 
matters require a meeting at that time. 
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
